“Sir,—Through the senate, which Id 
obedient to Bobrikoffrthe Utter lisa suc- 
creded in crcatiog lawlessness i 0 Fibp 
land. Through lie* aud fa!*c represen¬ 
tations, Bobrikoff and Plehwe. minister 
of fhe interior, have induced Vt.ur Ma¬ 
jesty to issue ordinances incompatible 
with Finnish laws, which yon promoted 
•t yonr sncce**ion to safeguard, firm and 
unshaken. Tbe best official* of the statu 
hare been removed iHtwmttrial In favor 
of fortune houter* nnd other* iuHligiblo 


It was hoped that identification would 
materially reduce the large list of missing 
before night.

"There are indications that the Rua- 
•Uua have been routed. There is a panic 
in Mukden. 

"Emerson, the war correspondent, ia 
reported to •have berti shot. Tbe retreat¬ 
ing Russians believed him to be a spy." 

A Utter from Emerson was received 
by tbe World shortly before the receipt 
of this cable, dated May 14th. containing 
these expressions: "Mukden is mnaaled; 
no news can go out from there. I find l 
cannot get into the Russian line*."
